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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 



Claims 1-3, 6, 8, 9 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Treleaven et al (US 6,213,520). 

Treleaven et al discloses a label for a beverage bottle. The label has a raised 
portion for a three dimensional effect leaving a vacancy between the label and the 
surface of the container. The label is affixed to the container by an adhesive means on 
a flat portion of the label adjacent to the bottle surface. 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 4, 5, 10, 11 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over Treleaven et al in view of Mezquita (US 3,890,449). 

Treleaven et al discloses a three-dimensional label as described above.

However, Treleaven et al does not show the label used on a wine bottle or the label 
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shaped'as a flowing liquid. Mezquita shows a wine bottle having a wax substance on 
the side to depict a flowing liquid. It would have been an obvious design choice to one 
of ordinary skill in the art to have adhered a label like that of Treleaven et al to a wine 
bottle like that of Mezquita. Treleaven et al does not show the label to be shaped like 
that of a flowing liquid. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to 
have shaped a label like that of Treleaven et al into a flowing liquid like that of Mezquita 
for aesthetic purposes of the bottle. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-6, 8-1 1 , 17 and 18 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
